Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. has stated that the painting 
by Henri Duvieux, Plage d* Orient , which was passed at the sale of May 
18, 1957, will be included in a sale scheduled for October 18 and 19, 1957. 

SALE OF SURPLUS OBJECTS AT SLOAN*S 

A further small group of watercolors and prints, in the 
Josephine Boardman Crane gift, the disposal of which was previously author¬ 
ized by The Board, together with a few other wrecks and former art school 
students'work and some outmoded utilitarian objects were assembled in the 
basement, checked and listed and sent to be sold at auction at C. G. Sloan 
and Company, Inc., Washington, D.C., October 4. The proceeds will be cre¬ 
dited to the reserve for the purchase of works of art. 

POSSIBLE EXCHANGE OF PAINTINGS WITH THE PENNSYLVANIA ACADEMY 

No word has as yet been received from Mr. Joseph T. Fraser, Jr., 
Director of the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts in answer to Mr. Williams* 
letter to him of July 17, 1957, proposing that an exchange of paintings be 
effected which would secure for The Corcoran Gallery of Art a portrait of Baron 
von Steuben by Charles Wilson Peale. The Director had suggested that the Gallery 
might be willing to add a sum of money to make an exchange possible. 

POSSIBLE BEQUEST OF RUSSELL PAINTING 

Mr. Finley has interested Mrs. William A. Carr of Washington 
in bequeathing a painting of three cowboys by Charles Russell to the Gallery. 

The Director has indicated our interest in the painting. 










POSSIBLE BEQUEST TO GALLERY 


In September, Mr. Harold E. Staples, of the firm of Till- 
inghast, Collins and Tanner, Providence, Rhode Island, wrote the Gallery 
requesting information on behalf of an unnamed client who is considering 
making a bequest to the Gallery. The Director wrote a detailed letter in 
reply. 

LOAN OF SEVEN PORTRAITS CANCELLED 

The Director reported that an offer of a loan of seven early 
American portraits from Bedford House, Bedford Village, New York, former 
home of Chief Justice John Jay, has been rescinded by the owners, as there was 
a possibility that Bedford House might become a museum. Mr. Finley had rec¬ 
ommended the Gallery as a repository to Mr. and Mrs. Marion Brawley, Jr., 
representing the owners, and all arrantements for the transfer had been made 
when the circumstances changed. 

ROCKWELL KENT LOAN 

Mrs. Mamedov of the Soviet Embassy spoke to the Director in 
June about borrowing the painting Adirondacks by Rockwell Kent for a retro¬ 
spective exhibition of the artist*s work to be held at a museum in Moscow in 
September, 1957. The Director asked Mrs. Mamedov to make a formal request in 
writing, but he received none. As a result no action was taken at the Board 
meeting of July 15. In a letter to the Director of August 9, Mr. Kent re¬ 
gretted that he had not made the request himself, as it was now too late to 
secure the painting for the exhibition. 







CENTENARY EXHIBITION 


At the meeting of The Board on July 15, 1957, the Director 
stated that provided The Board saw fit to authorize an expenditure of 
approximately $8,000.00, it would be in his opinion appropriate to commem¬ 
orate the one hundreth anniversary of the beginning of the construction of 
the first Corcoran Gallery of Art building, in 1859, with a special loan 
exhibition of American art. The exhibition would be in two parts: the 
first part being a display of works from the original W. W. Corcoran Col¬ 
lection, a number of which Would be installed in the fashion of the mid¬ 
nineteenth century and the balance, which would include the more important 
paintings, would be installed in the modern fashion; the second part being 
devoted to one hundred objects of first merit lent by other institutions. 
This suggestion was approved in principle by The Board. 

EVACUATION PLANS 

In April Mr. Finley inquired of the Honorable Junius G. Adams 
of Asheville, North Carolina, if the Corcoran Gallery in time of war could 
use the facilities of Biltmore House for storage of its most important works 
of art. Judge Adams replied in the affirmative, and the Director wrote Mr. 
Macgill James, Director of Biltmore House, requesting detailed information 
about storage area that would be assigned to the Gallery. Mr. James phoned 
and referred these questions to the National Gallery of Art. The National 
Gallery has not given us the data despite several requests. 





ACCESSIONING PROGRESS 


H 7 M 


Mr. Thomas Downing continued the work of accessioning and 
inventorying the old accessions from June until September 13. After this 
date an arrangement was made whereby he would work at the Gallery only on 
Fridays and other days which his teaching schedule would permit. Mrs. Judith 
Brown will assist him in October in the hope that the operation may be con¬ 
cluded before winter. 

Mr. Downing has made up a file of several thousand cards 
arranged by accession numbers. This project is approximately 80% completed. 
The next step will be to check the artist card file with this new file so as 
to be able to determine what cards from the artist file are missing. After 
the necessary artist file cards are made the next step will be to check each 
card in the new accession number file for an accompanying accession sheet. It 
will then be necessary to make accession sheets where none are found. 

The cost of the project to September 30 has been $1,467.50. 


TAPESTRY BULLETIN 

This issue of the Bulletin has been received from the printer 
and will be distributed in November. 

KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION 

A representative of the firm of Karekin Beshir, New York, visited 
the Gallery in July to inspect the French 18th Century tapestry coverings of the 
furniture in the Louis XVI Salon. To repair and clean the coverings an esti¬ 
mate of $1,700.00 was made, an amount which the Director considered excessive. 

A further estimate on this work will be received by the Gallery in October when 
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KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION (continued) 

Mr. Mitchell Samuels of French and Company, New York, inspects the furniture 
coverings. 

Gallery 73 and Gallery 77 were renovated in July by Immer and 
Company, Inc. of Washington. 

Later these galleries and two adjoining galleries were re¬ 
installed so that the paintings by Corot and Monticelli, which were previously 
segregated, could be mixed in with the work of their nineteenth century French 
contemporaries. A pleasant variety, more palatable to the average Gallery 
visitor, has thus been achieved.

Comparison of enrollment figures for the Saturday classes under 
Leonard Maurer shows 270 children now as compared with 265 in 1956. These 
fourteen classes are filled to capacity, and there is a waiting list of fifty 
students. There is no further classroom available. 

The George Washington University has agreed to increase the 
tuition percentage to be paid to The Corcoran Gallery for its students who 
are studying at The Corcoran School of Art. The increase is from 70% to 80% 
and represents the first such increase since 1941. The School will benefit 
considerably from the new arrangement which rising costs have made imperative.

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period July 1st through September 30th, 1957, 

Starting in July, the school studios were, as 
usual, given a thorough going-over. All floors were cleaned 
and waxed; the walls were touched up; all windows were repaint¬ 
ed on the outside; the damaged sliding door on the third floor 
was replaced with a swinging door; an iron bar was mounted ac¬ 
ross the third floor window facing the roof to prevent passage. 

For safety, an iron guard was mounted on the existing rail on 
the third floor steps; the school store enclosure was equipped 
with wire netting reaching to the ceiling, as a security measure; 
and an additional storage cabinet for projectors was build in the 
auditorium. 

In the Gallery, the Curatorial Office was repaint¬ 
ed, The artists* clipping files were removed from the main office 
to the rear basement corridor. Gallery 58 was repainted, the 
floors cleaned and waxed, and reinstalled with a selection of American 
paintings. 
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Work on the new installation of the classical 
terracottas in the W. A. Clark Collection, as described in 
the last report, was completed. This hallway was repainted 
as was the corridor outside the Curatorial Office, A sheet 
of 28 gauge steel was placed on the outside of the rear base-* 
ment door leading to the yard. The plaster casts of antique 
reliefs on the outside wall of the north wing were removed. 

For a long time they had served no other purpose than that of 
relieving the squirrel housing shortage. 

Twenty-seven prints and drawings were framed, 

A selection of thirty prints from the Saito Exhibition were 
framed and organized as a traveling exhibition. 

All second floor windows were painted by the 
Edward W, Minte Company at a cost of $648,00, For $572,00 the 
walls of galleries 73 and 77 were redecorated by Immer and Com¬ 
pany, The wall fabric was removed and replaced with sheetrock 
and plaster. The walls were painted by Arvid Hedin for $327*42, 
The Women*s Committee presented the Gallery with 
a new, completely equipped kitchen. The partition between the 
existing kitchen and a former storage closet was removed, the 
walls were refinished, and the floor covered with asphalt tile. 
The room is equipped with storage cabinets, steel counters, and 
an electric range and automatic dishwasher. The equipment was 
delivered by Steinmetz and Company, Inc, for $3,758.00| the work 
was done by Wm, H, Gilliam, Inc, at a cost of $1,900,00, or a 
total expenditure of $5,658,00, 




At the request of The District authorities the 
water meter was taken out for readjustment by the James Vito 
Company who installed a new valve for a total of $335.48. A 
three ton Carrier airconditioner was installed in the main of** 

I 

fices by United Clay Products at a cost of $2,439.40. 

Only one special exhibition was installed during 
this period, American Still Life Paintings from the Paul Magriel 
Collection . The other exhibitions on view during the summer were 
successively removed to make room for the fall program.
